There was no prior art found by the examiner that suggested modification or 
combination with the cited art so as to satisfy all the limitations as now cited in claim 1 . 
Especially, the prior art does not teach or suggest "the projection data in the color 
pattern (5) is encoded with the aid of [[a]] redundant code, and color changes of 
the color pattern (5) are structured with the aid of codewords of redundant code 
and in which, during analysis in the analysis unit (9), the codewords are allowed 
corresponding color changes as valid color changes", in combination with the rest 
of limitations of claim 1.
